aware of in this connection. This was discussed with 

and it was agreed with Flug that we would make someone available if the 
Senator desired. In subsequent conversations with Flug, it developed that 
the Senator is primarily interested in solutions to this problem in the future. 

Flug felt that the Senator had sufficient information on the situation which led 
to U.S. support of these groups and thanked us for our offer to be of assistance. 


Senator Dodd called to say that during a 
television interview on the recent developments in New Orleans on the Oswald 
case, he was asked for his comments on th e CIA /NS A "s c anda l". Dodd said 
his response was to the effect that he did not agree that this was a "scandal" 
that the Agency was required to do things of this sort and to the best of his 
knowledge had done them well. He added that this kind of thing cannot be 
carried on in a "goldfish bowl" and should not be subjected to that kind of 
discussion. The Senator said he was still very much on our side and wanted 
to let us know what he had said on the subject. He said he hoped it might be 
helpful in some way. I told Dodd that we were especially appreciative of his 
thoughtfulness in taking the time to let us know of his very favorable comments. 
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
